That the area described as follows is hereby 
designated an R-2 District under the terms of Chapter 36, 
municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as 
amended by General Ordinance No. 2836 and amendments thereto; 
and the symbols on the City of Fort Wayne Zoning Map No. C-7 
referred to therein, established by Section 9, Article III of 
said Chapter as amended, are hereby changed accordingly, to-wit: 


Lot 131 and the North 1.0 foot of Lot 
132 in Forest Park Place Addition to 
the City of Fort Wayne; more commonly 
known as 2240 Florida Drive, Fort Wayne, 
Indiana.

REMONSTRANCE

The undersigned, being owners of real estate in the immediate 
vicinity of certain property located at the southeast corner of East 
State Boulevard and Florida Drive, more particularly described as Lot 
131 and the North 1 foot of Lot 132 in Forest Park Place Addition, 
do hereby remonstrate against and register their objection to a 
proposed amendment to the zoning ordinance of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, being Bill No. Z -7 1-0 1-2 2 , the petitioners for which are 
Dale G. Wilson and B. H. Wilson, by the terms of which the said Lot 


131 and the North 1 foot of Lot 132 in Forest Park Place Addition 


would be rezoned from an R-l district, one family residential, to an 
R-2 district, two family residential, for the following reasons: 

1. Said proposed change in zoning classification would constitute 
spot zoning. 

(a) All contiguous real estate is zoned R-l. 

(b) All real estate on Florida Drive is classified R-l 
excepting only certain real estate located at the northwest 
comer of East State Boulevard and Florida Drive where is 
located the Florida Apartments, which apartment building is 
believed to have been erected prior to the adoption of the 
Fort Wayne City^Ordinance . 

(c) All property situated on the east side of Alabama 
Avenue, which is the first street west of Florida Drive, and 
all property on Forest Park Boulevard, which is the first 
street east of Florida Drive has an R-l zoning classification. 

(d) All real estate located upon and along the south 
side of East State Boulevard from Alabama Avenue to Anthony 
Boulevard and all property located on the north side of East 
State Boulevard from Florida Drive east to Anthony Boulevard 


has been classified R-l. 


2. The proposed reclassification would further aggravate parking 
problems in the vicinity of the real estate proposed to be rezoned. 

(a) There is no off-street parking for the Florida 
Apartments located at the northwest corner of Florida Drive 
and East State Boulevard, which apartment building has 46 
separate units. Cars owned by the tenants of said apartment 
building park their cars on both sides of Florida Drive in 
the block immediately south of East State Boulevard , as well 
as north of said Boulevard. 

(b) No parking is permitted on either side of East State 
Boulevard either in the block immediately west of the inter- 
section of said Boulevard with Florida Drive or in the block 
immediately east of the intersection of said Boulevard with 
Florida Drive. 

(c) The present garage and parking facilities on Lot 131 
and the North 1 foot of Lot 132 in Forest Park Place Addition 
are inadequate to house one or two additional cars which could 
be expected from the addition of another dwelling unit at said 
location . 

(d) The narrowness of Florida Drive at its intersection 
with East State Boulevard and the number of parked cars at 

or near said intersection creats a traffic hazard which could 
only be aggravated by the addition of additional dwelling units 
with its consequent parking needs at Lot 131 and the North 1 
foot of Lot 132 in Forest Park Place Addition.

3.. The undersigned residents fear that if the proposed amendment 
to the zoning ordinance as to this particular lot is adopted, it will 
be but the beginning of and an invitation for, a multiplicity of 
applications for zoning reclassification of property in the near 
vicinity. The result of such rezoning, once a trend is established, 
would be to change the character of our neighborhood from an area 
composed primarily of well-kept owner-occupied single family dwellings 
with minimal traffic activity to an area more commercial in nature 
with consequent parking and traffic problems and occupied by more 
transient residents, having less interest in maintaining their homes 
properly. We do not believe such a change is desirable. This 
remonstrance is prepared for the purpose of filing with the City Plan 
Commission of Fort Wayne, Indiana, prior to the public hearing on said 
proposed change scheduled for March. 15, 1971, at 7:30 P.M.
